Su- 
perintendent Thoins* Brown und Uftecu 
men employed all day in blasting out tbc 
waste water way to allow the ncapc ot 
the water. Despite the Immeusc"volume 
which went through tbls pnesaijc. tbc 
water continued to rise until nine o'clocU 
at night, when It began to pour over the 
top of tbe dam. 
• In the afternoon tue slvperluvemleul, 
seeing tbe dam mutt ipevitibly go. sent' 
a.messenger to the lower dam to notify 
them of the danger, but bo slopped at a 
sslooo on the road and becoming Intox- 
icated, failed to deliver tbc message, 
returning to tbc wreck of the dam. Next 
morning another metsenger was sent 
but owing to tbe fury of the storm wa» 
overtaken and drowned by the.flood 
Just as lie neated tbe lower can>p_.
